London. Jan. 9. — It is now the 
seventh week of the prevalence of 

frost throughout the T.’nited King- 
dom, with no signs of abatement of 
tho severity of the weather. From 
John O’Groat’s House to Land’s 
End the country is wrapped in snow, 
and canals and streams arc ice- 
bound. Even a number of tidal riv- 
ers are frozen fast. For duration of 
the Irost period this is the greatest 
winter of the century, aud in point 
of severity, the winters of 1813 and 
1814 alone exceeded it.

Tho Tobacco Growers Warehouse 
will not go into the Tobacco Ex- 
change; but proposes to carry on the 
work ot recoiving nnd selling inde- 
pendent of the other houses, or of 
the Exchange to which tho ware- 
housemen and buyers belong. 

The Executive Committee wilt at 
once go to work on the preparation 
of a circular to the tobacco growers, 
which will set forth the following 
ft cts, ae stated last evening by Gen. 
W illiams, the other members con- 
curring. 

All Burley tobacco consigned to 
the Tobacco Growers’ Association to 
be marked ‘’Union, Louisville, Ky.” 
All dark tobacco to same consignees 
to be marked “Southern, Louis- 
ville. Ky.” This with a view of 
having tho railroads to deliver the 
different kinds to the houses pre- 
pared for them' 

In referring to the selection of 
warehouses, Gen. Williams said; 
“We have located there to save 
drayage. They are located immedi- 
ately on the railroad, and will not 
only save drayage to the buyers and 
shippers alike, but will also save 
cooperage, of which there is more 
or less every time a hogshead is re- 
moved. Now fully 85 per cent of 
all the tobacco that comes to this 
market passes over that road. The 
drayage saved on this large amount 
of tobacco will amount t > $100,000 a 
year. And then we will save the 
streets of the city, too. because it

SOUTHERN IRON 



Hhittlng I T p Bl*»t Furn«r$$ In Pennsylva* 
nln nnd Ohio. 

Pittsburg, Ps., Jan. 9.— The 
American Manufacturer, in to mor- 
row’s issue, explains the causes 
which have compelled the shut down 
of 23 b’ast furnaces in the Shenango 
and Mahoning Valleys of Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio, throwing nearly 
10,000 men out of work. It says: 

“The first reason given by the fur- 
nace owners why they oan’t contin- 
ue operations under present condi- 
tions is the large amount of South- 
ern iron now being shipped into that 
district. They assert that since 
May 30, 1890, from 40,000 to 50,000 
tons of this iron has been received 
in this valley, displacing an equal 
amount ol local production. For 
months a fair quality of Southern 
iron was delivered at the Youngs 
town mills for 814, and at this price 
large sales were made. Last week 
the pricesquoted were $13 25(»$13.85 
for Alabama pig. 

“Southern railroads virtually en 
ter into partnership with tho furnace 
men by hauling material and pro- 
ducts under the slidingseale arrange- 
ment. Iron is hauled from Birming- 
ham, Ala., to Youngstown, O., about 
800 miles, lor 810 per ton. The 
rate paid on pig from Youngstown 
to Pittibnrg, 64 miles, is 80 cents 
per ton. In one case this is $ cent 
a ton a mile, in the other $1-23 per 
ton. In moving furnace suppies the 
Sootbern roads again favor the fur- 
nace men. ' Pocahontas coke is sent 
into the Chattanooga bistriet at a 
cost of Connellsville coke m the Ma- 
honing and Shenango valleys,

Washington, Jan. 7 — Director-

L. Elder, who lives one and a half 
miles west of Marion died of dipthe- 
ria; last week the little boy of Rev.

E. Martin died of the same disease. 
Tho local Beard of Health held a 
meeting and issued the following no- 
tice: 

To the Trustees of all the churchea 
and schools in the town of Marion 
and vicinity in the county of Crit- 
tenden, Kentucky: 

You and each of you are hereby 
notified and directed not to hold any 
meetings or schools in your respec- 
tive houses until further notified by 
the Health Officer of said county. 
We regret to have this duty to per- 
form, but as there is an epidemic of 
diptheria both infections and conta- 
gious, the law makes it our duty to 
do so. Done by order of Board. 

W. J. Deboe, Chairman, 

J. 11. Clark, Health Officer. 
The schools and churches were 
immediately closed and every pre- 
caution has been taken to prevent 
the spread of the disease, and no 
cases have as yet appeared in other 
families.

ally are, first to become involved, 
however, any other part of the 
throat may be affected and extend 
irom one to the other by infection 
or inoculation. So it may go from 
the tonsils and soft palate to the 
nose; the virous from the nose may 
find its way into one or both eyes, 
producing fatal distruction to the 
organa of sight. In like manner it 
may go down the throat and affect 
tho larynx, which is the organ of the 
voice, and down the windpipe to the 
lungs, constituting what is known as 
croupel pneumonia; the latter is in- 
requent. When the larynx is the 
seat of the disease a croupy cough 
and hor>eness results, and as the in- 
flamation advances the voice is lost 
and only a whisper is audible. 
Those are the moat prominent gym p 
toms. The forming or prodromic 
stage is indisposition; fretfulness, if a 
child; loss of appetite; fever soon de- 
veloping the other local signs before 
given. 

This is one of the most fatal and 
distinctive diseases common to child- 
hood at present known, and the 
greatest precautions should be taken 
to prevent its origin and spread. The 
sick should be isolated from the well 
ns far us is possible. The most rig- 
id observance should be given to 
have the best sanitary surroundings. 
Every Bource of filth, decaying or- 
ganic and inorganic decompoaition 
should be prevented, removed, burn- 
ed or hurried. Remove from about 
your houses all decaying wood, such 
us bords, sticks, old decaying cloth- 
ing; back houses kept well cleaned 
up; pig pens not allowed closer to a 
residence than 100 feet. See that 
you have per'ect drainage about 
youi premises, and that they do not 
empty into yonr cisterns or wells. 
Our driuking water supplies should 
be as carefully attended to as the 
milk we consume, which is on* of 
our best foods and luxuries of lib, 
and through our drinking water we 
get many if not most of our diseases. 
We should once a month In winter 
and twjce a month in summer most 
thoroughly disinfect our yards, hous 
-es, in and undqr them, our prigipib 
pbout our stable lots with copsras. 
It Costs a trifle to buy and use it, 
And doubtless will proved; sot opj if 
not all of our epidemics, together 
the observance ok the higenic l%»s. 
Bcatter the copers* wide east all over 
the surface of the ground in your 
yards that receive any ( ff*l from your 
kitchens. Other precautions to 
guard against diptheria is to avoid 
colds, and keep the general health in 
the best poetible condition. Satu- 
rate your blood with iron, so it you 
sh-iuld get tho disease you will be in 
a better condition to go through with 
it; the better the conditions of the 
vital forces are in at the reception of 
the disease the better the chances 
are for your recovery. 

The people of the town and coun- 
ty should willingly and readily ac- 
cept and follow the advice and in- 
structions of the sanitary board of 
the county. They should feel that 
they have been advised to their own 
greatest interests and good by tho 
board, and without any compensa- 
tion comparatively, instead of fooling 
that they have imposed an adjust re- 
quest. Wo should come shoulder to

Rust In Wheat. 

The following communication was sent 
from Sydney to the bureau of agriculture

his practical experience of over twenty 
years in New South Wales had proved 
that rust in wheat can be prevented by 
adhering to the following system: The 
land must be well worked during the 
- (AftLB<U T iraer months. After the c* op has 
'been reaped the stubble most he burned 
or quickly got rid of, and the ground at 
once plowed and well worked np to sow- 
ing time for the next crop. Plow deep, 
pulverize well, consolidate by rolling, 
sow early (from February to middle of 
April). The seed must lie steeped for 
twelve hoars in a strong solution of four- 
fifths bluestone and one-fifth arsenic and 
well dried with wood ashes before sow- 
ing, and care taken that the seed is not 
cracked and damaged by machine thrash- 
ing. Sow lightly on rich, well worked 
land. Abont half a bushel to the ucre 
of good sound seed is ample. He had

HINTS TO POULTRYMEN. 

▼Militating rollltrr Hirawi IV III, out 
Ceasing Draughts on ths Fowls. 

The first objects now with poultry 
keepers, and particularly with those who 
are making a specialty of egg production, 
aro to secure warmth and afford protec- 
tion from dampness to their fowls. 
Dampness and cold draughts of air in 
poultry houses are the most prolific 
causes of that dreaded disease, the croup. 
Warmth la absolutely essential to egg 
laying; hence only those birds thut have 
comfortable houses to roost in lay dur- 
ing tbs winter season in rigorous 
climates. The draughts that find their 
way through doors, windows and the 
cracks of poultry bonnes resnlt in tho loss 
of many dollars every season. The 
poultry house ought to be os nearly air 
tight as possible, and all fissures, espe- 
cially about the doors and windows, 
closed on the approach of cold weather. 
The employment of tar pai>or ns a lining 
to hen houses has lieon f avorahly reported 
upon by many, not only because this 
makes the house warmer , bnt the odor 
of the tar is in somo measure » check 
upon vermin. Better still than tiia tar 
paper is tarred felting. 

The question of ventilation is an im- 
portant ono and worthy of consideration. 
Tho ventilation gain's!, however, at tho 
expense of warmth does more harm than 
good, and direct draughts on roosting 
fowls create more disease than no veu- 
tilation at all. Not a few poultry keepers 
make holes in one end of the house, and 
let the air get in and out the liest way 
it can. Others build their houses with 
the boards a little apart in order to pro- 
vide a current of air. and then wonder 
why there is no profit in poultry. Bet- 
ter far no ventilation in winter, except 
what is gainpil during tho day by opening 
tho doors and windotvs, than this reck- 
less exposure of tho fowls to draughts. 

But, explains the agricultural editor 
of The New York World, authority for 
the foregoing, there is a happy niedintn 
between the two extremes of draught 
and no ventilation. One plan is to form 
a small chamber alxmt midway between 
the eaves of the apex of the roof with 
boards, and then place at the end of this 
chamber a ventilating trap. By this 
means there will be a current through 
the ventilating chamber that will carry 
off the vitiated air without cansing 
draughts in tbs house itself. Wright 
advises for tbs ordinary poultry house 
an opening at the highest point of the 
roof, surmounted by n “lantern" of 
boards pnt together in the well known 
fashion of Venetian blinds. 

It must be borne in mind that the air 
of a poultry house does not bscotns foal 
so quickly in oold as in hot weather, and 
therefore that much la ths way of ten 
tilatjon may be done by airing the houses 
duriag ths day, aad sen ploying sons 
abeorbret, s uch «a dry soil, on ths too*. 
It is wire to sprinkle ths floor often with 
earns good disinfectant. Land plaster is 
a ready absorbent of odors. Another 
cheap disinfectant is sulphat* of copper, 
diluted ia water. 

Comb Foundation. 

PViif. A. J. Cook, in his guide to bee 
keeping, has tho following to say on 
comb foundation; 

German thought and Yaukee inge- 
nuity have devised means for giving the 
bee a start in the important yet expen- 
sive work of comb building, ami hence 
tho origin of another great aid to the 
apiarist — comb foundation. For more 
than thirty years the Germans have used 
pressed sheets of wax ns foundation for 
comb.. In 1801 a Mr. Wagner secured a 
patent in this country on a foundation. 
He was also the first to suggest the idea 
of rollers. It was not until 1874, how- 
ever, that Frederick Weiss, a German, 
invented a machine which brought the 
foundation into general use here. In 
187S Mr. A. L Root brought the roller 
machine and foundation into general 
use. Since that time improvements 
have been made on the machines both 
by Mr. Root and others. 

All of the improved machines give a 
foundation of exquisite mold, and with 
such rapidity that it can be mnde cheap 
and practicable. A « Mr. Heddon says, 
“The bees, in two days, with founda- 
tion. will do raoro than they wonld in 
eight days without." All who wish suc- 
cess must uni foundation if ten iri t lie 
brnisl chamber and always in the sec | 
tiwis, unless nice whit * comb i- at hand, j 
Whoever lias a hundred colonies of bees 
way well own a machine for himself, 
though it usually pays better topurehnse 
the foundation. Tho process of making 
the foundation is very simple. Thin 
sheets of wax of the desired thickness 
aro pressed between the plates or passed 
between tho rolls, which aro made so as 
to stamp either drone or worker founda- 
tion as desired. Worker is liest, I think, 
even for sections. 

SUCCESSFUL POULTRY RAISING.

In a jiaper read before a Massachusetts 
farmers' club Mr. A. C. Hawkins, of 
Lancaster, Muss., recently made a num- 
ber of useful suggestions, among them 
the following: 

Don't make poultry a side issue if you 
want to succeed. Many of the most suc- 
cessful poultry raisers are women, they 
having the patience and tact and intelli- 
gent application necessary. Start with 
■mall numbers and study the steps, read 
the poultry papers and magazines and 
learn what others are doing and how 
they are doing it. 

A bouse for K)0 fowls should be SO 
feet long by M wide, divided into two 
pens, and on each end of the hoaee on 
open shed 90 feet long by 19 wide. The 
ground should be gravelly to avoid 
dam paces; there should be six inches of 
clean, sandy gravel in the hoove, and a 
foot of dry leaves in the shed. A gravel- 
ly, wall drained soil is bast for a poujtry 
house, as dampness canoes sickness. ▲
